Fortune-telling ia thriving ognin. 
According’ to a police offlelal, there 
are In Great Britain protably be- 
tween 8,000 and 10,000 pecple mak- 
ing a Hving from ;fortune-telling 
at the present time. ; ' 


it is difficult for the average man 
or woman to appreciate the legal 
attitude towards fortune-tellers. 
One asks what harm there is in 
spending sixpence to have one's 
future read from a teacup, from 
cards, or from a crystal. Isn’t it 


only a piece of fascinating pretence 
on both aides? And’ surely : : 


in stupid enough: to believe what he 
is told, and so on, 


The tragedy is that there are. 
people stupid . enough to believe 
what they are told by professional 
“seers.” A few: weeks ago, at an. 
Inquert’ on a woman who com- 
mitted suiside by gns poisoning, 
the woman's widower said—“A 
fortnight ago my wife went to a 
fortune-teller, who prophesled that 


she would have a severe illness be- | oe 


fore the yenr was out. My wife 
could think or talk of nothing but 
this. She was young and in perfect 
hoalth, but undoubtedly the pro- 
phecy preyed on her mind. There 
Ia absolutely no other reason why 
she should hnve committed suicide.” 


This is not an isolated case. A 
shop-girl] who ran away from her 
home left a note saying she had 
been warned that a neighbour might 
make an‘ attempt on her life. Just 
before Jast year’s Derby a man put 
all his saving on a horse named by 
a fortune-teller. The horse lost, 
and the mun committed suicide. 


POLICE LAXITY 


You muy call such people neurv- 
tles if you Uke, but’ in ordinary 
clreumstances they arc stable mem- 
bers of the,community, and as such 
demand protection. 


Within the last twelve montha 
fortune-telling has increased to an 
alarmingy extent. Usually, the 
police are not very strict in their 
enforcement of the law concerning 
professional _phophets, - and they 
very rarely prosecute in cases where 
fortunc-tellers are collecting money 
for charity. Perhaps this laxity 
is in some measure responsible for 
the ‘Increase in fortune-telling. 
During the summer there {8 always 
an_increnre, due_to_the_numeroun 
fairs, fetes, and flat-racing meet- 
ings that are held. But in the 
ordinury way the number of pro- 
fexsionnl fortune-tellera docs not 
exceed 6,000. This is x police com- 
putntion. At the present time that 
figiire {3 almost doubled. . 


It is by no means easy to procure 
evidence suffitient to convict ‘1 
fortune-teller, and such methods as 
the police employ. have sometimes 
been condemned from the Magis- 
terial bench. At a recent care the 
Maglatrate remarked—“It Is a dis:

Quentin Prison, California. 
site David: Lamson, a young man 
of high character and cultured 
background, who appears to be the 
victim of one of the worst niis- 
carriages of criminal justice In this 
country's history. 

Lamson, formerly snies manager 
for the Stanford University Press, 
has been sentenced to be hanged 
for murdering «his wife, Allene, 
with whom ‘he had lived happily, 
for six years. 

There is every ground for be- 
leving that Mre. Lamson while 
taking a bath slipped, struck her 
head on the projecting corner of 
n wash-basin and bled to death. It 
vas one of those accidents in the 
home which cost the lives of thirty 
thousand Americans annually. By 
n hideous combination .of spite and 
stupidity, innocent and trivial clr- 
cumstances were twisted to sustain 
a charge of murder.

- Lamson struggled like a trapped 
bird in a mesh of prejudice and 
malice. ‘ What gives his story its 
nightmare quality of\horror igs the 
feeling that a like fate’ might over- 
tuke any ordinary, respectable, in- 
nocent citizen.

They had a two-year-old 
and, according to the 
testimany of friends and neigh- 
bours, were happily married. 
Lamson was described as a very 
kind and considerate husband, 
abounding in those amall uttentions 
which women appreciate, 

Mrs. Lamson war not o strong 
Woman, and onthe night before she 
died -she -had-suffered-an-acute-at- 
tack of indigestion, Because of 
this her husband did not. sleep with 
her that night, but at four in the 
morning took her a glass of Jemon 
julce and some other food, 

At nine he beyan to prepare“his 
wife's breakfast. He then went to 
work in the garden, hoeing and 
burning rubbish, which was one of 
his normal holiday . occupations. 
At ten o'clock Lamaon went into 
the house to admit two women 
callers who were thinking of rent- 
ing the place for the season. 

These wonien, who took Lamson 
quite tinawares and spoke to ‘him 
fixat when he was in the garden
